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REMARKS 

Reexamination and reconsideration are requested in view of the foregoing amendments 
and remarks that follow. Claims 1 to 9 remain for prosecution on the merits. Claims 10 to 29 
have been canceled pursuant to the Restriction set forth in the Office Action mailed 
July 25,2005. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 6 has been objected to because the article "a" preceding the term "alkenealkyl" 
instead should read "an". Accordingly, the typographical error has been corrected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112 

Claims 1 to 9 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for the reasons enumerated on pages 3 and 4 of the present Office Action. 

In claim 1 the phrase "optionally containing heteroatoms" in the description of the R 12 , 
R 13 , R 15 and R 16 moieties has been removed from the claim language. 

Claim 1 has been amended to set forth the "optional substituents 11 that can be present on 
the R 12 and R 13 moieties. Support for the amendment is found on page 39, lines 17 to 24 of the 
disclosure as originally filed. In addition, the "optional substituents" that can be present on the 
R 15 and R 1 * moieties are also set forth in the claim. Support for this amendment is found in the 
originally filed disclosure on page 40, lines 16 to 1 8, and on page 54, lines 3 to 14. 

In lines 5 and 14 of claim 1, the word "is" has been changed to "are" to correct a 
grammatical error in relation to the definitions of R 12 and R 13 and R 15 and R 1 *, respectively. 
Since R 12 and R 13 and R 15 and R 16 are referred to in the conjunctive, the word, "are", is the 
grammatically correct terminology to employ in the respective definitions of the radical groups. 
Claims 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 8, and 9 have been similarly amended 

In claim 6, the groups that are optional substituents of moieties R 17 , R 18 R 19 , R 20 and R 21 
have been inserted into the claim. Support for these substituent groups is found on page 41 , line 
16 to page 43, line 4 and on page 9, lines 1 1 to 14 of the specification as originally filed. 
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35U.S.C§102 



Relying on 35 U.S.C. § 102(b), the Examiner rejected claims 1 to 5 as anticipated by 
Pluijgers et aL (Recueil Des Travaux Chimiques Des Pays-Bas, vol. 80, No. 9/10, 
September 9 9 1 961, pages 1089-1 100). Specifically, the Examiner states that 3 compounds set 
forth in Table I of the citation are encompassed by the claims at issue. Accordingly, independent 
claim 1 has been amended to include a free radically polymeri2able monomer selected from a 
conjugated diene monomer, a vinyl group containing monomer and combinations thereof. 
Support for the amendment is found on page 19, lines 18 to 22. 

While Pluijgers et al. disclose various dithiocarbonate compounds, there is no disclosure 
of a composition containing a dithiocarbonate compound in combination with a free radically 
polymerizable monomer. Accordingly, Pluijgers et al. does not identically disclose each and 
every element of applicants amended claim 1. Withdrawal of the rejection in view of amended 
claim 1 is respectfully requested. 

Original dependent claims 6 to 9 have not been rejected by the Examiner in view of 
Pluijgers et al Claim 6 has been amended to independent format Support for the amendment is 
found in original claim 1 from which claim 6 originally depended. 

Claims 30 and 3 1 have been newly added to further delineate the divalent group "T". 
Support for the newly claimed subject matter is found in originally filed claims 6 and 7. 

In view of the foregoing claim amendments and discussion, it is respectfully submitted 
that the amended claims are in condition for allowance. Accordingly, an early Motice of 
Allowance with respect to claims 1 to 9 and newly added claims 30 and 31 is earnestly solicited.
